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ATTACHMENT 

Applicant's arguments filed November 12, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants argue that Seikagaku teach their composition to be used to treat 
cancer metastasis. It is noted, that the intended use of the composition has no patentable on the 
composition as claimed. Compositions are treated on the merits of compositions, not on their 
intended use. See In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed Cir 1965). 

Seikagaku teach to administer the same molecular weight hyaluronic acid orally in the 
claimed dosage range in various forms. Yano teaches beeswax and rice bran oil as diluents in 
soft gelatin capsules. Nayak teaches soft gelatin capsules which comprise hyaluronic acid. One 
of ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious to form a soft gelatin capsule of hyaluronic acid 
in the dosage ranges taught by the art and administer orally as taught in the art, because soft 
gelatin capsules are a known means for delivering therapeutics, such as hyaluronic acid. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
